The eldest three Ringling boys worked with their father 
in a harness shop. When the circus pulled into their 
hometown, McGregor, Iowa, the boys were so excited! 
Later, they decided to have a circus of their own. They 
borrowed family pets, created exaggerated signs, and 
charged their friends 10 straight sewing pins as admission 
for their Monster Show. 

Al Ringling began to dream, and when he was 20 years 
old, he moved to Wisconsin. There, he practiced many 
circus stunts until he could do amazing things.

“It appears that his 
(Dreisbach’s) complaints 
have precedence over every- 
one else’s,” Lowell Merrill 
said. 

“We take action when 
there are repeated issues, not 
when there’s just a one-user 
issue,” Koehn said. “There 
have been issues from both 
sides ... and unless you’re 
there at the time there’s no 
way to sort it out. 

But several citizens at the 
meeting took issue with the 
action that the service took 
in posting the signs. When 
asked why the signs were put 
up by the service without a 
public meeting, Wilson ex- 
plained that such a decision 
was within the rights of the 
forest service 

When someone ques- 
tioned the panel about a 
locked gate that had blocked 
public access to the state for- 
est, Koehn said that the gate 
would be taken down. 

“This is not a park. Now 
that DNR has taken over, we 
are uncovering issues that 
need to be corrected, such 
as locked gates, no parking 
signs. We are not just ignor- 
ing these issues,” Koehn 
said 

When a copy of the Sav- 
age River Lodge Web site 
showed that Dreisbach was 
charging a $S““user fee” for 
his guests to access the pub- 
lic lands, Koehn and Del- 
egate George Edwards said 
that, by law, he can charge, 
but the state and county 
should get 25 percent of all 
revenue generated from state 
land. “At this point, there’s 
been none,” Edwards said 

“I myself feel it’s not 
about hunting anymore,” 
said Phyliss Finzel, local 
resident, “It’s about posting 
state property for private 
gain.” 

Edwards assured the 
group on Sunday that he 
heard them loud and clear 
He said he told Dreisbach 
that this is not his “little 
park” and that as public 
space it needs to be open to 
all. He also reminded him 
that many of the surround- 
ing land owners had hunted 
the land long before he had 
arrived 

Edwards stated his frus- 
tration with Mike Slatterley, 
assistant director of DNR, 
and pressed the DNR repre- 
sentatives at Monday’s meet- 
ing for answers and change 

“IT am irritated that Mike 
Slatterley is not here today. 
He should have been here, 
as he’s been involved in the 
You can tell him that 
I’m irritated, and I will also 
let him know.

went up,” Edwards said 

He read from a letter he 
had received from the Sav- 
age River Forest Citizens 
Advisory Board, which stat 
ed: “We neither approv-ed 
nor disapproved the actions 
re: signs. We were in-formed 
of the actions taken at our 
Spring (April 2006) meet 
ine is. 

“There should have been 
a public meeting about this 
Or the Citizens Advisory 
Board meeting should be 
advertised in the newspa 
per,” “T’ve 
been told that the signs are 
there because of SRL’s con 
cern for liability issues. If 
the state is willing to take 
responsibility, then take the 
signs down,” he added 

Edwards said he wanted 
a map created by DNR that 
showed the 150-yard safety 
zones from the occupied 
buildings so that he could 
determine how 
pares with the way the land 
is posted now 

“This situation may be 
unique, but I want you to go 
back to what’s in the guide 
lines, which is 150 yards 
from occupied structures, 
not a trail,” Edwards said 

When the DNR represen 
tatives stated that there were 
no safety zones posted at the 
Savage River Hiking Trail 
— a trail with a high volume 
of hikers, and no signs on 
New Germany Road and at 
New Germany State Park, 
Edwards said that he wanted 
to return to the rulebook 
guidelines, which states that 
150-yard safety zones could 
be created from an occupied 
structure, which in the case 
of SRL would include the 
house the owners live in, the 
lodge, and the 18 cabins, not 
the state trails in the state 
park. 

Addressing the parking 
issues, Edwards said, “As 
for the parking lot, you tell 
us 18 months to get funding, 
but I also know that you can 
do things faster. You have 
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the authority to work faster. 
“You have got to have 
a place for them (the hunt- 
ers, the public users) to turn 
around and park. This would 
not be a big expense, as it is 
relatively flat up there.” 
Edwards also suggest- 
ed that the Savage River 
Advisory Board advertise 
their meetings in the local 
newspaper and on the radio. 
“There are some here who 
could be on their mailing 
list, and could get the word 
out,” he said 
Edwards said that the 


concerns are mostly about 


access for deer hunting sea- 
son, but that he had received 
e-mails from Frederick and 
Washington County resi- 
dents about access to turkey 
hunting at the Savage River 
State Forest. 

“These people (SRL)need 
to work with the locals, take 
input ‘from the local sur- 
rounding people, and keep 
the land open to their use,” 
Edwards said. 

Edwards pointed out that 
if all the local land owners 
surrounding the state forest 
requested 150-yard safety 
zones, it would close down 
most of Savage River Forest, 
and no longer be usable for 
hunting 


Members of the public 
pressed the DNR to meet in 
February rather than wait 
until next fall to evaluate 
how this year’s hunting sea- 
son played out for all the 
parties involved. Koehn said 
that such a meeting could 


take place. 

The DNR officials en- 
couraged hunters who are 
harassed or chased off what 
are public lands to call or 
contact the Forest Service 
and DNR to report a com- 
plaint.

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FUEL CELLS 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 
Q. What does a “fuel cell” do? What are they good for? 
At the most basic level, a fuel cell is a device that pro- 
duces electricity by using up a fuel. They have been in 


existence since the mid-19" century, but only recently 
have fuel cells become important. When people speak of 
fuel cells today, they are generally talking about fuel cells 
that run on hydrogen. This type can be used to power 
automobiles. 

In a hydrogen fuel cell, hydrogen from a storage tank 
combines with oxygen from the air and produces both 
water and electricity. The first modern application of such 
fuel cells was aboard spacecraft, where astronauts need 
both electricity and water. For an automobile, electricity 
is the important output and water just goes out the ex- 
haust pipe. The nice thing about this is that water is the 
only thing going out the exhaust pipe 

Electricity produced by the fuel cell is then used to run 
an electric motor, which turns the wheels. Of course, you 
could get electricity from a battery, and turn the wheels 
that way, as happens in toy cars. So in some respects, hy- 
drogen is just a form of energy storage, another battery 
However, a car won't go very far running on just its bat- 
tery alone. That’s where hydrogen has an advantage. 

To run an electric motor, moving electrons are re- 
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quired, and it really doesn’t make any difference where 
they come from. In a battery, a chemical reaction takes 
place and releases an electron. In a fuel cell, hydrogen 
passes through a special membrane that allows only posi- 
tive ions to pass, after which those ions combine with 
oxygen to form H,0* ions. Meanwhile, the electrons have 
to “take the long way home,” by running through an ex- 
ternal wire to reach the point where they recombine with 
HO" ions, leaving water. That external wire runs through 
an electric motor, and the moving electrons make it turn. 
The concept is really quite simple. 

But why hydrogen? Because it has the least mass of any 
way to carry electrons around. A hydrogen atom consists 
of one electron with one proton in its nucleus. Every other 
element contains some neutrons, and those are just “dead 
weight” when it comes to holding onto electrons. In a 
chemical battery, you get (at best) one or two electrons for 
each molecule of the active chemical. For example, in the 
lead-acid batteries found in cars, lead sulfate (PbSO,) is 
the carrier of charge, and that has a molecular weight of 
304 [208 + 32 + (4x16) = 304 } — just to carry two elec- 
trons! In contrast, hydrogen (H2) provides two electrons 
for a molecular weight of only 2. All else being equal, 
that’s a weight advantage of a factor of 150. 

In the real world, all else isn’t equal, but still, as a 
rough guideline, if your auto battery could take you one 
mile, hydrogen could take you about 150 miles 

The real world of an automobile moving down the 
road requires, among other things, a “gas tank.” Hydro- 
gen gas needs to be compressed tremendously to fit into a 
reasonable space, and that high compression implies high 
pressure, which means the tank must be strong, made of 
steel and hence very heavy. That imposes a weight pen- 
alty on the vehicle that is much greater than a normal 
auto's gas tank. If you want to drive 300 miles without 
refilling, it is estimated you'll need about 5 kilograms (Kg) 
of H,. A hydrogen tank that can carry 5 Kg of compressed 
H, gas would weigh over 100 Kg (220 pounds). 

That’s just the beginning of the list of extra things that 
have to be done to operate an auto on a hydrogen fuel 
cell. This entire field is still very much in the research 
stage. If you see a hydrogen-powered vehicle out on the 
highway, they’re running some kind of a test 

You asked, “What are they good for?” The answer to 
that lies in one sentence up above: Water is the only thing 
going out of the exhaust pipe. Current test programs con- 
ducted by several automakers,.in.collaboration..with.gov- 
ernment research labs, are motivated by the desire to get 
away from gasoline and polluting exhaust. Vehicles have 
been driven for a century by internal combustion engines, 
and the attraction of fuel cells is that they offer an alterna- 
tive means of power

Crystal Spring Loop Trail— The .41-mile Crystal Spring 
handicapped-accessible walkway is officially open for 
public use. As previously repcorted, because of the recent 
cool weather, seeding will be postponed until next spring. 
Persons wishing to use the tra il are requested to stay on 
the paved trail and parking lot, as the recently graded ar- 
eas adjacent to the trail anc! parking lot are water- 
saturated and very slippery.

It’s that time again, when the house 
fills with decorations, food and holi- 
day guests: But as we plan our various 
activities between now and the new 
year, we must remember our pets and

make sure they are safe. 

Here are a few tips to remember dur- 
ing the holiday season — and 
throughout the year: 


—Chocolate is dangerous! Keep it 
away from pets, especially dogs, as 
chocolate contains a compound that is 
poisonous to them and can cause vom- 
iting, convulsions and even death. 

—Clean up frequently. Don’t leave 
wrappers, tinsel, small toys, batteries 
or food lying around; pets will ingest 
them, and that can cause serious prob- 
lems. 

—Hang ‘em high. Decorations 
should be placed well out of reach of 
your pet. Cats love playing with dan- 
gling ornaments, and some dogs think 
they’re just delicious. 

—Protect from electrical cords. Pets 
sometimes like to chew on power 
cords, or play with them, risking elec- 
trocution. Remove unnecessary elec- 
trical, telephone, and computer cords 
and cabling. Existing cords can be 
bundled or wrapped in special plastic 
sheaths, available at home improve- 
ment stores, to deter Fido’s fangs and 
keep them from snaking in all direc- 
tions. 

—Supervise pets during parties. 
Sometimes pets can get stressed-out 
by crowds of strangers, so provide a 
quiet room with food, water, a litter 
box for cats, and a favorite blanket to 
curl up on. Bring your pet out for a few 
minutes to greet people and then let 
him or her rest. 

—Keep emergency numbers in 
reach. If your pet ingests something it 
shouldn’t or is injured, contact your 
vet, or emergency clinic, right away.

ping up forested areas along 
and near the shoreline into 
small parcels would dra- 
matically increase runoff 
into the lake. 

Available on the Internet 
the study reads, “The frag- 
mentation of the forest is 
expected to increase in the 
future as residential develop- 
ment continues to increase. 
As development and for- 
est fragmentation increases, 
additional runoff from the 
watershed occurs,” it reads. 
(Runoff is often the cause 
of water turning too dark 
to allow sunlight to reach 
submerged plants, which 
eliminates places for young 
fish to hide and thus eventu- 
ally denigrates the quality of 
fishing. Fragmentation is a 
log word that simply means 
forests being cut into sec- 
tions with each section being 
separated by a structure or 
by farmland.) 

“There's nothing like a 
forest floor to stop runoff,” 
says DNR forester Duade 
Dorsey.

Increase in Alcohol, Marijuana 
Cases Dominates Court Hearings 


In recent District Court 
news, Judge Jack H. Price 
Jr. handed Jeff C. Strawn, 
35, Bethlehem, Pa. , a proba-

23 article on the county 
sewer amendments. The 
article stated, "The third 


addition to the county plan 
allows for the inclusion of 
the Deep Creek Lake Sewer 
Western Conveyance Sys- 
tem. Lindsey noted that in 
September 2003, residents 
in the area of Shingle Camp 
Terrace, Brenneman Drive, 
Sandy Shores Road, Stock- 
slager Road, Penelacres 
Lane, Slide Hollow, and the 
Marsh Hill Subdivision peti- 
tioned the commissioners to 
adopt a resolution amend- 
ing the boundaries of the 
Deep Creek Lake Sewer 
Sanitary District to include 
their areas. In April 2004, 
the commissioners ap- 
proved the resolution.”

Director Brad Frantz, 
Emergency Management, 
reported that his department 
had been busy working on 
an _identification/account- 
ability card project for local 
first responders. Volunteer 
fire fighters, emergency 
medical technicians 
(EMTs), and public safety 
Officials will receive several 
cards, including one for 
their gear, one for their wal- 
let, and one to carry on their 
person. 

Another card will go on 
an “accountability board," 
enabling an incident com- 
mander to know the area/ 
job that a responder has 
been assigned to during an 
emergency. 

The visible ID tags will 
also enable other responders 
and residents in need of 
help to know who is work- 
ing at the scene and who 
has a legitimate right to be 
there. 

In addition to the per- 
son's name, a card will in- 
clude his or her photo, com- 
pany number, and level of 
certification 

The cards also have bar 
codes, so if firefighters or 


EMTs are injured and taken 
to a hospital, their cards can 
be scanned and their medi- 
cal information will be 
available to the medical 
staff. Frantz noted that the 
bar codes will be compatible 
with Allegany County's sys- 
tem; hospitals there will 
also be able to access the 


added Frantz. But if the bar 
code is damaged, hospital 
workers can cut open the 
card and find all the medi- 
cal information written on a 
piece of paper inside. 

Frantz said cards have 
been made for most of the 
Northern Garrett County 
Rescue Squad members and 
the Gorman Volunteer Fire 
Department, and cards are 
starting to be made for the 
Oakland and Deer Park 
Community volunteer fire 
departments. 

"There's a lot of volun- 
teers out there, so it'll be 
pretty long process," Frantz 
said about the _labor- 
intensive effort of getting 
cards made for all first re- 
sponders in the county.

No confirmed case of 
influenza has been reported 
yet in the county, according 
to Health Officer Rodney 
Glotfelty, Garrett County 
Health Department.

Local Resident 
Sentenced For 
CDS Possession 


An Oakland man was 
sentenced last Wednesday 
in Garrett County Circuit 
Court for possession of a 
controlled dangerous sub- 
stance (CDS). Scotty Dale 
Alexander, 28, was sen- 
tenced by Judge Fred 
Thayer to three years in the 
Division of Corrections.

GLOBAL POSITIONING SYSTEMS

Q. Can the government track me with my cellphone? 

A. Sort of, but not seriously. The most famous case 
was when O.J. Simpson was on the lam and the cops 
found him by tracking his phone. That wasn't done with 
the Global Positioning System, or GPS, but by a more 
straightforward technology 

When turned on (enabled to receive incoming calls) 
cell phones /og on to the nearest cell tower. When that one 
goes out of range, it logs onto the local cell with the best 
signal. In order to be able to send a ring signal to the right 
cell, the central dispatching computer has to keep track of 

all this. In the U.S., law enforcement agencies may 
to this information under specified conditions 

So the “tracking” is kind of loose. In the country, a cell 
may extend 10 miles on a side. In the city, it could be a 
small as several blocks. They may be able to track mor 
closely than that, however. If your connection hops from 
one cell to the next one to the east, at an average speed of 
70 mph, and the cell coverage areas all overlap Interstate 
68, there is a very good chance that you are cruising east 
on I-68 

But all this about “every cellphone contains a GPS” is 
baloney. You can buy one so equipped, by paying a big 
premium, and under the right conditions these can track 
you within 50 feet. The right conditions are: outdoors in a 
treeless area. In a building, or a bus or car, the GPS will 
probably be unable to “see” enough satellites to get a fix 
This kind of accessory may be very useful for tracking 
deliverymen and law enforcement officers, as long as they 
spend enough time exposed to the sky to get a fix before 
entering a building, alley, etc. At that point we have to 
say “last known position.” 

How GPS works: GPS was created by and for the U.S 
military, in order to allow tighter targeting for bombs and 
missiles. As you have seen, it works quite well; we only 
wish our tactical and strategic intelligence were as accu 
rate as Our munitions. A constellation of satellites whirl 
around Earth in spread-out orbital paths. Each satellite 
contains an extremely accurate atomic clock that is regu 
larly adjusted from the ground 

At the same time, the ephemera (orbital path data) are 
updated. The satellite emits extremely accurate timing 
and position data. Remember, if the satellite is wrong 
about its position, the GPS fix will be off by the same 
amount, and since the speed of light is 186,000 miles 
second (about 1/5 of a million miles), a timing error of 
five-millionths of a second will produce a navigational er 
ror of a mile! 

If four of these satellites are in view, the GPS receiver 
can measure the relative difference in timing delays for all 
the signals, resulting in a set of four simultaneous equations 
This allows the GPS to solve for four dimensions: lati 
tude, longitude, altitude and time. The technological 
problems that were overcome are mind-boggling! Imagine

No signal goes from your GPS to the satellites. So re-

The state Department of Agriculture (MDA) reported 
that approximately 20,000 acres of forested land in the 
‘ county have more than 250 gypsy moth egg masses per 
acre and are eligible for spraying. Spraying is deemed nec- 
essary on such acres to prevent massive defoliation by 
emerging gypsy moth caterpillars in the spring. The esti- 
mated cost to forest landowners is $20-$30 per acre. The 
cost is dependent upon the availability of county, state, 
and federal monies, which is not known at this time. The

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Higher Education Commission Offers 
Advice On Completing College Essay 


For many Maryland 
high school seniors, prepar- 
ing the college essay creates 
a great sense of anguish and 
panic, but it doesn't have to, 
according to academic af- 
fairs experts at the Mary- 
land Higher Education 
Commission (MHEC). 

"It is natural that stu- 
dents are anxious about 
preparing the college essay," 
said MHEC Secretary Dr 
Calvin W. Burnett. "The 
essay is what sets the stu- 
dent apart from other stu- 
dents with comparable 
grade-point averages and 
SAT scores. But knowing 
what and how to express 
ideas is whiat gets you in or 
keeps vor out." 

Barbar. Gill, admissions 
director at the University of 
Maryland, College Park 
agr s “he reads thousands 
of “ssays a year and makes 
the following recommenda 
tions to students: write 
clearly and concisely and 
write about things that inter 
est the student. 

"Too often students write 
for the reader of the essay 
and who they are gets lost 
We want to know who the 
person is. This is not the 
time to be shy,” she said 

She also recommends 
that students stay away 
from well-worn topics like 
sports"and™ scoring the win 
ning touchdown or basket, 
or essays about the loss of a 
loved one. Gill also advises 
students to be creative with 
out being too "cutesy 
where it can be interpreted 
that they didn't take the es 
say seriously 

The - National Associa 
tion for College Admission 
Counseling, an education 
association of secondary 
school counselors, 
and university admission 
officers and counselors, 
makes the following recom 
mendations

Start early. The mor 
time you have, the less 
stress you'll have. And 


you'll have plenty of time to 
give the essay your best ef 
fort 

Be yourself. Take a mo 
ment to think about what 
interests you, what you love 
to talk about, what makes 
you sit up and take notice if 
it's mentioned in class or on 
rV. Then write about it 

One of the biggest mis 
takes students make is 
"writing what they think 
others want to hear, rather 
than about an issue, event 
or person that really had 
significance for them," says 
Richard M. Fuller, dean of 
admission and financial aid 
at Hamilton College (NY) 
An essay like that is not just 
boring to write but also bor 
ing to read 

Be honest. You're run 
ning late (see #1), you can't 
think of what to write — and 
someone e-mails you a 
heartwarming story. With 
just a tweak here and there, 
it could be a great essay, 
you think. It's what you 
would have written if you'd 
just had enough time 

Don't be fooled! College 
admission officers have read 
hundreds — even thousands 

of essays. They are mas 
ters at discovering any form 
of plagiarism. Adapting an 
e-mail story, buying an es 
say from some Internet site, 
getting someone else to 
write your essay admis 
sion people have seen it all 
Don't risk your college ca- 
reer by taking the easy way

Take a risk. On the other 
hand, some risks can pay 
off. Don't settle for the essay 
that everyone else is writ- 
ing. Imagine an admission 
officer up late, reading the 
fiftieth essay of the day — 
yours. Do you want that 
person to nod off because 
he or she has already read 
ten essays on that topic? 

"The danger lies not in 
writing bad essays but in 
writing common essays 
the one that admission offi- 
cers are going to read doz- 
ens of," says Scott Ander- 
son, associate director of 
college counseling at Mer- 
cersburg Academy (Pa.) 
"My advice?- Ask your 
friends what they are writ 
ing — and then don't write 
about that!" 

Keep in focus. This is 
your chance to tell admis 
sion officers exactly why 
they should admit you. Un 
fortunately, some students 
try to list every single rea 
son-their stellar academic 
record, their athletic prow 
ess, their community service 

all in a page or two. When 


that happens, the essay 
looks like a grocery list 
Instead, read the essay 


question carefully and jot 
down a few ideas. Then 
choose the one that looks 
like the most fun to write 
about. Stick to that main 
theme throughout the essay 
You don't have to list all 
your achievements that's 
what the rest of the applica 
tion is for. Use the essay to 
help the admission officers 
get to know you as a per 


son 

Write and rewrite. Don't 
try to write a masterpiece 
on your first try. It's not 
possible — and all that pres 
sure is likely to give you 
writer's block. For your first 
draft, write anything that 
comes to mind about your 
topic. Don't worry too 
much about grammar or 
spelling. Just get it down on 
paper (Or computer screen) 
Then let it "rest" for a few 


tidéys or a few days 

When you come back to 
the draft, look for ways to 
make it more and 
better written. Some people 
are "fat" writers: they write 
long, wordy first drafts that 
need to be shortened later 
Others are "skinny" writers 
they write short and simple 
first drafts and then need to 
add details or examples to 
flesh out" the skeleton 
Either way, don't be afraid 
to make major changes at 
this stage. Are there details 
that don't really relate to the 
topic? Cut them. Do you 
need another example?

Here are two other things 
to try, suggested by college 
counselor Marti Phillips 
Patrick. 

Remove the introductory 
and concluding paragraphs, 
and then see if your essay 
seems stronger. These para- 
graphs are often the most 
likely to have unnecessary 
detail. 

Go through the essay 
and cut out every "very" 
and every "many." Words 
like these are vague, and 
your writing is often strong 
er without them 

Get a second opinion 
Even best-selling novelists 
ask other people to read 
their manuscripts before 
they're sent to the publisher 
When you've rewritten the 
essay to your satisfaction 
find someone who can give 
you advice on how to make 
it even better. Choose a per 
son you and who 
knows something about 
writing — a favorite English 
teacher, a parent, a friend 
who writes for the school 
paper. Ask them to tell you 
what they like best about 
your essay — and what you 
can do to improve it 

Criticism of your writing 
can be tough to hear, but try 
to listen with an open mind

"One thing I've often 
seen is that students who 
apply online submit sub-par 
essays," says Palmer Muntz, 
director of admission at 
Oregon Institute of Tech- 
nology. He has found that 
essays submitted online 
tend to be much shorter 
than those submitted on 
paper. In addition, students 
often use e-mail language — 
no capitalization, or abbre- 
viations such as BTW or 


"thanx" — which are not 
appropriate to a _ formal 
document. Make sure that 


you put as much effort into 
an online essay as you 
would if you were sending it 
snail mail 

Don't expect too much 
from an essay. The applica- 
tion essay is important, but 
it's not the only thing that is 
considered. "Can [the essay] 
make a difference in getting 
the ‘thin versus thick' enve- 


lope? Absolutely," says 
Fuller. "But that is the ex- 
ception rather than the 
rule.” 


That's because admission 
officers look at the whole 
package — your academics, 
extracurricular activities, 
standardized tests, and 
other factors. A great essay 
rarely makes up for a weak 
academic record. On the 
other hand, a mediocre es- 
say won't necessarily con- 
sign your application to the 
deny” list. So make your 
essay as well-written as you 
can, but don't put so much 
pressure on yourself that the 
rest of the application fades 
in importance

Elder Used For Upper 
Respiratory Problems 


Elder is a plant native to Europe. American elder is 
native to the U.S. Both of these plants exhibit similar 
therapeutic properties. A different type of elder is known 
as black elder or black elderberry. The flowers have 
been used in the treatment of pain, inflammation, and as 
a diuretic. The bark has been used as a diuretic and a 
laxative. The berries have been used to flavor foods and 
produce wine. Currently, the flowers and berries are 
used for various medicinal purposes, though further 
human studies are needed to fully evaluate its 
effectiveness. The bark, leaves, seeds, and raw/unripe 
fruit contain sambunigrin, which is toxic. Elder bark, 
leaves, seeds, and raw/unripe fruit should not be used 

Today, elder is used in the treatment of the common 
cold and influenza. One small study showed elder to be 
safe and cost effective in the treatment of influenza. 
Treatment should begin within 48 hours of the first 


reported. People with organ transplants should not use 
elder due to its effects on the immune system. Elder 
should not be used by women who are pregnant or

Training Session 
On Drug Threats 
Set At Garrett Col. 


State's Attorney Lisa 
Thayer Welch announced 
this week that a training 
session on current drug 
threats will be held Friday, 
Dec. 8, from 9 until 11 a.m. 
in Room 224 of the Con- 
tinuing Education building 
at Garrett College 

This event is targeted for 
those persons whose em- 
ployment requires them to 
enter the residences of oth- 
ers where drugs could be 
used, stored, or manufac- 
tured 

Presenters will be Lt. Jim 
Pyles and Det. Sgt. Mark 
Rodeheaver, westefii région 
supervisors of the Maryland 
State Police Drug Enforce- 
ment Division. Pyles will 
cover current drug trends, 
with emphasis on the spread 
of heroin 

Rodeheaver will discuss 
the threat of methampheta- 
mine labs, the components 
of those labs, and the pre- 
cautions persons need to 
take if they believe they 
have encountered a _ lab 
situation 

"Tremendous crime and 
social problems coexist with 
the meth-addicted popula- 
tion,” said Welch, who 
chairs the Garrett County 
Narcotics Task Force 
"There is only a 5 percent 
abstinence rate for people 
who receive intense treat- 
ment. Addicts become to- 
tally unable to care for 
themselves and their fami- 
lies." 

The motivation for the 
drug training session is the 
growth and expansion of 
the meth labs that have been 
uncovered from the West 
Coast heading eastward 
over the last five to six 
years, she added. Three dif- 
ferent types of meth labs 
have been found in Garrett 
County in the last three 
years, according to Welch 
The chemical process to 
manufacture meth can be 
hazardous and volatile and 
can be occurring anywhere, 
using ingredients that can 
be found in local stores 

"It is our intention to 
have as many trained eyes, 
ears, and noses in the com- 
munity as possible to assist 
law enforcement in detect- 
ing dangerous drugs before 
they get a stranglehold on 
our community," Welch 
said 

Drug detection informa- 
tion is also available to 
many local businesses 
through the Garrett County 
Chamber of Commerce 
newsletter 

Although _ reservations 
are not required, Welch has 
requested persons contact 
her at 301-334-1974 if they 
plan to attend the training 
session to assure adequate 
seating is available.

Man Shot, Killed In Domestic 
Dispute; Ruled Self-Defense 


A domestic incident early 
Sunday morning that led 
to the fatal shooting of a 
Saltsburg, Pa., man was ap- 
parently the result of self- 
defense, according to the 
Garrett Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. 

Police responded to a res- 
idence on Friendsville Road 
and found David Wayne 
Lancaster, 29, lying on the 
floor in Norris Rush's kitch- 
en. According to authorities, 
Lancaster had suffered three 
gunshot wounds to the up 
per body with a .22-caliber 
handgun, which was fired 
by Rush, 52 

According to police, Lan- 
caster allegedly grabbed a 
butcher knife and inflicted 
a deep wound to Rush's 
hand. Rush then reportedly 
discharged the handgun at 
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close range, striking Lan- 
caster in the stomach and 
chest. 

Police added that Rush 
declined medical treatment 
at the scene. Also present 
during the incident was Bil- 
lie Jo Zimmerman. Police 
said all three appeared to be 
“extremely intoxicated,” and 
were also friends. 

Police said there was no 
record of prior domestic 
complaints at the Rush resi- 
dence 

Lancaster was transported 
by Northern Rescue Squad 
to Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead at 4:31 a.m. 
His body was transported to 
the Chief Medical Examin- 
er’s Office in Baltimore for 
an autopsy.

In fact, not a single one of 
the speakers was in favor of 
the proposal, the final form 
of which is intended to be 
filed as legislation during 
the 2007 Maryland General 
Assembly next month. 

The meeting was called 
by the Garrett County Board 
of Commissioners and con- 
ducted by Gary Mullich, the 
county’s director of general

The 22-page proposal de- 
fines the following: who is 
eligible to conduct gaming 
activities; what constitutes 
gaming events; the various 
licenses, taxes, and fees that 
will be required/charged to 
those conducting gates and 
raffles, and to wholesalers 
of gaming supplies; the re-

program manager, told the 
officials. “And I hope this 
morning is the kick-off of 
this initiative.” 

West Virginia students 


in all 55 counties, kinder- 
garten through 12th grade, 
may now participate in this 
voluntary program. With 
parental consent, photos 
are taken of their children 
during the schools’ regular 
picture day. Side and front 
view photos are used to form 
3-D images of the children 
Their images, along with 
written physical descriptions 
provided by their parents, 
are then stored in a secure 
server, accessible on-ly by 
the West Virginia State Po 
lice’s AMBER Alert coor 
dinator.

It was another time; an 
other war; a war that the 
United’ States was brutally 
pulled into on a beautiful 
Sunday morning 65 years 
ago today, when Japanese 
warplanes bombed Pearl 
Harbor and killed over 3,000 
Americans 

And like all wars, it left a 
long path of death, destruc 
tion, and loss 

Roy Noland, Oakland 
knows about war. He was in 
his early 20s when a German 
88 blast left him staring at a 
detached leg and wondering 
whose it was. It wasn’t until 
several minutes later that he 
realized the booted append 
age was his own 

Noland, now 88, doesn’t 
talk much about his World 
War II experiences. It was 
with great reluctance that he 
told visitors how during that 
horrific experience he was 
left on the frozen ground for 
so long that when rescuers 
finally came, the skin on 
his back had become stuck 
to the ground. When he 
was lifted onto a jeep, that 
skin came off with a ripping 
sound 

But believe it or not, that 
wasn't the worst that war did 
to Roy Noland. That came 
a generation later when two 
uniformed soldiers came to 
his door to inform him that 
his son Kenneth Eugene 
had been killed by a mine in 
Vietnam 

“That was much worse 
than anything I ever went 
through,” he said. “Ken was 
only 19 and had been in 
Vietnam for less than three 
weeks when he died.” 

Noland stopped talking 
for a moment and his eyes 
began to wander. The visi 
tors in the room felt like they 
were imposing and shouldn't 
be there to witness the out 
pouring of a grief that was 
still festering since 1968 

Noland wiped his eyes 


and said, “You have no idea; 
no idea what it’s like for 
that to happen to you,” he 
whispered 

When asked about the 
Vietnam war in general, No- 
land called it “a waste of 
people.” 

My war, there was a rea- 
son for it. The entire world 
was in danger, but that war 
and the one we’re in now 
make no sense..: no sense 
at all. We should bring our 
people back right now. They 
should never have been sent 
over there...for what? Now 
we're trying to find a reason 
for it.” 

Noland spoke more freely 
than usual because another 
veteran was in the room 

Dick Friend. Like many 
veterans, Friend also doesn’t 
like to talk about his war 
experiences. But persistent 
questioning by this reporter 
brought out the following 
facts 

Friend won the second 
highest decoration given by 
the government for bravery 
in Vietnam — the Presiden-

‘While the ultimate decision will be that of the 
‘ county commissioners, the message from the public 
was loud and clear Monday evening at Garrett Col- 
lege as to whether or not a proposed gaming ordi- 
", mance for the county should be enacted. The ordi- 
nance would impose taxes and fees, plus licensing 
and reporting requirements, on all local non-profit 
~ Organizations that conduct raffles and paper gaming 
" as fundraisers. 
. Of the many persons - representing more than a 
dozen organizations - who voiced an opinion and 
asked questions at the meeting, not a single one of 
them endorsed the proposal. One of the major points 
of the opposition was that the funds generated via 
the ordinance would be strictly earmarked to support 
“fire and rescue services” in the county. While every 
non-profit that conducts raffles and various forms of 
paper gaming will be forced to pay into the new 
fund, none but fire departments and rescue squads 
will benefit. 

Some of the reasoning behind creation of this pro- 
posal is sound. The state of Maryland has its own set 
of gaming regulations, some of which are being vio- 
lated in Garrett County right now. With each new 
legislative session in Annapolis, various bills are sub- 
mitted that would tighten controls on gaming, par- 
ticularly in those counties that currently have no or- 
dinance. So this is at least a proactive approach by 
county officials to have something in place that, sup- 
posedly, would be better than what might eventually 
be forced on us by the state. 

It's also no secret that some of our fire depart- 
ments and at least one of our two rescue squads have 
great difficulty in making financial ends meet, with 
the dramatically rising costs of equipment, insur- 
ance, fuel, and other necessities. 

Further, another worthy intent of the ordinance is 
to protect the public against fraudulent raffles and 
gaming, the proceeds-of which may not go to the 
announced beneficiary. 

However, the piece that was seemingly missed by 
the crafters of this ordinance was the likely negative 
effect it would have on every organization (besides 
fire and rescue) that faithfully and generously do- 
nates to said fire and rescue organizations. These 
emergency-service organizations could actually end 
up with less money under this ordinance than what 
they receive now, as fewer and fewer organizations 
would donate to them. Plus, a chunk of the gener- 
ated revenue would also have to be used to fund ad- 
ditional administrative services provided by county 
government — another new, possibly unneeded, gov- 
ernment service/ office. 

It also seems ridiculous that the fire departments 
and rescue squads — the very organizations that the 
ordinance is supposed to help — would also be sub- 
jected to the same licenses, fees, and taxes as. they 
conduct their own paper-gaming fundraisers to raise 

. money for themselves! 

The need for some sind of a gaming ordinance 
may be valid, for some of the aforementioned rea- 
sons. However, the one that is currently on the com- 

‘ missioners’ table needs major revision before it 
' should be forced down the throats of Garrett Coun- 
' ty's many outstanding non-profit service organiza- 
; tions. Perhaps the best decision would be to revise it, 
' but also table it until the state really presses the issue.

The recent Great Ameti- 
can Smokeout was a great 
success in Garrett County 
Twenty-seven adults and 
teens quit smoking for 24 
hours on November 16 in 
observance of the Smoke- 
out, Thanks to the generous 
support of Browning's 
Foodland for the third year 
in a row, these successful 
rozen turkey for their ef- 
forts. (There is merit to quit- 
ting “cold turkey.") 

Over 100 Garrett County 
residents participated in our 


tobacco cessation classes 


last fiscal year, and our 12- 
month quit rate remains 
higher than the national 
average at nearly 40%. We 
continue to offer these 
classes around the county at 
no cost. The classes meet 
weekly for 10 weeks and 
provide free access to both 
the nicotine patch and the 
newly approved drug Chan- 
tix. Financial assistance is 
also available for Zyban. 
Through a partnership 
with local law enforcement, 


we continue to conduct 
compliance checks of all 
Garrett County tobacco 


vendors to make sure that 
they-do-not~sell-tobacco~to 
minors. Our compliance 
rate has held steady for the 
last 4 years at 80%. While 
we'd like this to be 100%, 
our rate is generally better 
than the state rate. 

The number of local or- 
ganizations that voluntarily 
institute tobacco-free poll- 
cies continues. _to_ climb.

Continued from Page A-1 
separating the two facilities 
because euthanasia is very, 
very hard to take for the 
public," Robison said. "That 
is one reason why the public 
doesn't like to go into a shel- 
ter, because euthanasia is so 
prevalent." 

People looking to adopt 
animals, especially children, 


Commissioner Fred Hol- 
liday pointed out the need 
for a new county animal 
shelter and questioned using 
$.75 million on a separate 
facility when it could help 
fund a new shelter. 

Robison said she under- 
stood his concerns and that 
the group discussed that 
issue. It concluded, how- 
ever, that a separate adop- 
tion center would still be 


beneficial even if one large 
shelter were built five or 
more years from now. A 
new shelter would still have 
the stigma of euthanasia. 

"T don't think the public 
will come in, volunteer, or 
donate," Robison said. "I 
think it's something we 
really need to separate. We 
want the public to come in." 

"Certainly we will pursue 
this again and incorporate it 
into any long-term plans for 
what we hope to be a new 
shelter," said Commissioner 
Ernie Gregg. 

The eight-member New 
Shelter Committee includes 
representatives from three 
local animal welfare groups, 
a veterinarian, and the 
county animal shelter man- 
ager.

[he James Bond mystique first captivated me as a teen- 
ager on a train ride through the Virginia countryside. | 
picked up a magazine that had published a portion of Ian 
Flemings' The Spy Who Loved Me. The story was told 
through the eyes Vivienne Michel, a woman who worked 
at a motel in the Adirondacks for a Mr. Sanguinetti, a 
crime boss who had hatched a plan to burn down his mo- 
tel for the insurance money, and burn Vivienne too. I re- 
member clearly the way the character reacted when she 
first met the man she would come to know as James 
Bond 

She was surrounded by Sanguinetti's thugs, and clearly 
afraid for her life when from out of nowhere Bond walks 
through the door of the motel and into her life. She first 
thought he was another one of Sanguinetti's men a 
cold, cruel killer, yet ruggedly handsome, with that shock 
of black hair over the right eye. When he engaged her 
with his smile and protective manner, she knew she had 
an ally. It was later that she began to fall for the man who 
seemed to have the answers and skills to deal with the 
vicious thugs who wanted to kill her and him. Looking 
baek'f realize that Bond came across to.me, a 14-year-old 
alone on a train ride in the middle of places I'd never 
seen, as an elemental nature, beautiful and 
deadly 

I point this out because Daniel Craig, the new Bond, 
brings to Casino Royal this same raw force, driven by an 
unstoppable determination, backed by exceptional physi- 
cal attributes, and packed in a perfectly sculpted body, of 
which even Leonardo da Vinci would be proud 

Fleming once described Bond as taciturn, cold, and 
cruel, and Craig embodies these qualities in his portrayal 
of Bond. He comes across as a relentless adversary and, at 
moments, a cold, detached assassin, one who dispatches 
his victims with no remorse. "It doesn't bother you; killing 
all these people?" Vesper Lynd asks Bond. "Well I would 
n't be very good at my job if it did," Bond replies. Yet, this 
Bond also shows a human side rarely seen in the other 21 
Bond films. He's a man who quietly falls in love with Brit 
ish agent and accountant Vesper Lynd

Unlike the recent Bond films, Casino Royale doesn't rely 
on gadgets or gimmicks, and I didn't miss them a bit. It's 
hard-hitting and intense. Even the casino showdown be 
tween Bond and the villain, Le Chiffre (Mads Mikkelsen), 
had me riveted because of their intense psychological 
gamesmanship. Writers Neal Purvis and Robert Wade are 
not new to the Bond movie legacy; they were involved in 
scripting the last two Bond movies, and set up a structure 
that weaves together a series of plots and subplots, all of 
which can be a little hard to follow because of the shad 
wy figures that are pulling strings behind the scenes 

It's all about an international network of terrorists and 
the money that finances them, and Bond's mission is hunt 
them down, root them out, and put a stop to their activi 
ties. However, the action begins with the back story of 
Bond's first two kills and his rise to OO status. The open- 
ing black-and-white cinematography lends an eerie and 
stark realism to the blunt and violent world of this new 
James Bond. Although these first two events have nothing 
to do with the story per se, they set a tone for the movie. 
This Bond can be messy, cold, and deadly more like 
the Bond in Fleming's books 

After the opening sequences the fun really starts as we 
follow Bond chasing down villains, traipsing across high- 
beam steel girders, and shooting his way out of the back 
streets of Africa, and doing all this while leaving a trail of 
destruction in his wake.

Raley said that he esti- 
mates the additional an- 
nual cost to his department 
would be $3,000, an amount 
that would likely cause the 
membership to stop holding 
the weekly bingo. 

“How much of that will 
we get back?” he asked. 
“How will it be allocated to 
the departments and squads? 
The ordinance doesn’t say.” 

He said that the ordi- 
nance, in effect, not only 
taxes volunteer fire depart- 
ments supposedly to benefit 
the departments, but also 
unfairly taxes every other 
organization, which will not 
receive any return benefit. 

Raley said that the or- 
dinance in its present form 
“lacks input of the people 
most affected,” and suggest- 
ed that a gaming commis- 
sion be appointed to make 
recommendations and to 
change the proposal so that 
other organizations can also 
benefit. 

Marvin “Red” Guth- 
rie, commander of Proctor 
Kildow Post 71, American 
Legion, Oakland, said that 
his organization has donat- 
ed tens of thousands of dol- 
lars to the fire department 
and the Southern Garrett 
Rescue Squad over recent 
years. 

“But if you pass this or- 
dinanee; we won't be donat- 





ing any more,” he said. “It's 
as simple as that. With all 
of the fees and taxes we will 
be required to pay, we won't 
be able to afford to make 
donations. We will need 
what's left just to run our 
own organization.” 

Guthrie said that a simi- 
lar ordinance already in 
effect in Allegany County 
has caused most of the Le- 
gion posts there to discon- 
tinue gaming and, likewise, 
discontinue making dona- 
tions. 

“Some of the posts are 
even ready to close because 
they can’t afford to continue 
to cover their own expenses, 
let alone make donations,” 
he said. 

Sandy Brantner, speak- 
ing on behalf of Oakland 
Elks Lodge #2481, made 
similar points, saying that 
her organization had over 
the past 18 months donated 
a total of over $43,000 to 
youth organizations, fire de- 
partments, the rescue squad, 
Hospice of Garrett County, 
and other groups. 

“If we are now forced to 
pay these fees and taxes, we 
are not going be able to get 
volunteers to come in and 
conduct our fundraisers,” 
she said. 

Patty Battista, speaking 
for the Catholic Daughters 
of America, said that her 
organization had donated 
$17; is Beanie 
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its. 

“We have only 24 mem- 
bers, and this ordinance 
will not only cut into our 


all of the paperwork that 
will be required,” she said. 
“The $1,000 fee that will be 
charged to the wholesalers 
who sell gaming supplies 
will just be passed along to 
the buyers, again cutting in- 
to our proceeds.” 

Similar points were made 
by many others, including 
Ann Horowitz of the Civic 
Club of Oakland, Robert 
Sweitzer representing the 
Deer Park Sportsman’s 
Club, Marilyn Moors of the

THE HISTORY CHANNEL 


* On Dec. 16, 1773, in Boston Har-

« On Dec. 13, 1950, an unknown 
actor named James Dean appears in a 
Pepsi commercial, dancing with other 
teens around a jukebox. Dean would 
later personify the angry, restless 
youth culture in films that made a deep 
impression on the American public, 
including “Rebel Without a Cause” 
(1955). 


+ On Dec. 15, 1973, Jean Paul Getty 
Ill, the grandson of American billion- 
aire J. Paul Getty, is found alive near 
Naples, five months after his kidnap- 
ping by an Italian gang. J. Paul Getty 
secured his grandson’s release by pay- 
ing just $2.7 million, the maximum 
amount that he claimed he was able to 
raise.

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DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
Although fleas are not as big of an 
issue now that it is cooler, they are 
still a nuisance. I have found a non- 
chemical, nontoxic way to get rid of 
the fleas that plagued my house: a 
light bulb and some adhesive. 

WhatT used was a siall light balb 
from a desk lamp. I detached the 
light socket from the lamp base and 
pulled the power cord up through 
the base, screwed the bulb back into 
the socket, and hung the socket and 
bulb underneath a table where my 
cat hung out the most. On the floor 
about 6 inches under the light I 
placed a piece of thin cardboard 
covered with duct tape, sticky side 
up. 

Fleas were drawn to the warm 
light bulb. When they jumped at the 
bulb, they fell and stuck to the duct 
tape, where they died. This really 
worked — when the duct tape 
began to fill with fleas, I simply 
changed the tape.

Learns Of Fraud, 
Scams, ID Theft 


Business owners were 
alerted to the latest forms of 
fraud by First United Bank 
security officer Barb Sweit- 
zer at a recent meeting of 
the Greater Grantsville Bus- 
iness Association. 

“Right now in our area, 
fraud is at an extreme level,” 
Sweitzer said, adding that 
much of it is related to Inter- 
net use but not limited to it. 

Personal checks, money 
orders, and even the once- 
secure certified bank checks 
have become instruments of 
fraudulent payments, Sweit- 
zer said. “In ‘check wash- 
ing,’ the ‘pay to the order of’ 
line is erased and another 
name added,” she said 

Methods of collecting fi- 
nancial information are rap- 
idly multiplying, she said 

“’Phishing’ is the term 
used for the scam in which 
an e-mail message requests 
the recipient to update re- 
cords. Sometimes these will 
include a warning that if 
you don’t give the informa- 
tion, your Internet transac- 
tions won’t be honored,” 
Sweitzer said. 

Sweitzer also explained 
the term “farming” in fraud 
“This refers to the flowing 
in and flowing out of infor-

Mobile Home Fire Ruled Arson; 
Past DCVFC Chief Dies En Route 


A fire that was allegedly 
set intentionally by a pair of 
juveniles destroyed a mobile 
home in the Friendsville 
area Saturday afternoon, 
and the president and past 
fire chief of the Deep Creek 
Volunteer Fire Company 
died while responding to the 
alarm. 

Edward D. Wilburn, 64, 
McHenry, apparently suf 
fered some sort of medical 
problem while en route to 
the Deep Creek fire hall in 
response to the 4:23 p.m 
structure-fire alarm. Ac 
cording to a report from 
the Maryland State Police 
Wilburn lost control of his 
2003 Dodge Ram pickup 
along U.S. Rt. 219 at Sang 
Run Road. The southbound 
vehicle crossed the north 
bound lanes of Rt. 219 and 
traveled approximately 150 
yards into a ravine 

Wilburn was transported 
by the Maryland State Po 
lice Medevac helicopter to 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. According 


to the report, his death ap- 





peared to be a result of a 
medical problem and not 
the crash, as damage to the 
vehicle was minimal. The 
report said that his death is 
being handled as a “line of 
duty” death 

Meanwhile, firefighters 
from both Deep Creek VFC 
and the Friendsville VFD 
responded to the scene of 
the fire, which was at 2139 
White Rock Road. Ablaze 
was a 10’-by-30’ vacant mo- 
bile home owned by Wayne 
Vansickle of Fletcher, Ky 
[he structure was virtually 
“on the ground” when fire 
fighters arrived, according 
to a spokesperson from the 
Friendsville VFD 

Che fire was brought un- 
der control in about 15 min- 
utes. According to a report 
from the Maryland State 
Fire Marshal's Office, the 
fire originated in the interior 
of the home.

Building Permits 
Down Slightly In 


Garrett County 


Building permit numbers 
are down, but not drasti- 
cally, the county’s permits 
and inspection chief, Jim 
Torrington, reported to the 
Garrett County commis- 
sioners this week. But the 
total builder declared value 
and square footage have in- 
creased, he added 

Between January and No- 
vember last year, the Garrett 
County Department of Plan- 
ning and Land Development 
issued a total of 697 building 
permits, which includes sin- 
gle family stick-built homes, 
modular homes, duplexes, 
town houses, and commer- 
cial buildings. The declared 
val-ue of those projects was 
$106.4 million, and the 
square footage was about 
1.61 million 

For the same period this 
year, 650 permits have been 
issued for buildings with 
a total declared value of 
$116.1 million and a total 
square footage of about 1.68 
million. The chief noted that 
the value increase could be 
attributed in part to multi- 
million dollar projects such 
as the proposed Garrett Col- 
lege dormitory. 

Slated to open in the fall 
2007 semester, the new dorm 
will have 72 bathrooms and 
more than 80 bedrooms 

It’s a pretty big building,”

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The feeling that government tends to be unrespon- 
sive to the opinions and desires of the general public 
is all too common, and is often justifiable. But once 
in a while, when the people speak, elected officials 
listen. 

A perfect example of such a response was this 
week's decision by the Garrett County commission- 
ers to table their proposed paper gaming ordinance 
that was apparently destined to be submitted to the 
General Assembly of Maryland in January. The or- 
dinance would have required various licenses, fees, 
and taxation of all paper gaming in the county, the 
proceeds of which would be used for fire and emer- 
gency rescue services. But after getting an earful of 
negative opinions and concerns about the proposed 
ordinance at an informational meeting, no doubt 
coupled with letters and telephone calls, the commis- 
sioners have decided that this ordinance, at least in 
its present form, is not in the best interest of the 
county and its many non-profit organizations, in- 
cluding the fire departments and rescue squads. 

We extend appreciation to the commissioners for 
really listening to their constituents and then chang- 
ing their minds on this particular proposal. Doing 
180-degree turns on one's ideas and propositions can 
be risky business for elected officials because such 
actions are viewed by some as wishy-washy or lack- 
ing courage. However, they can also be viewed as 
just the opposite — courageous. More importantly, as 
stated above, the commissioners listened, considered 
all of the input, and then responded according to the 
wishes of the majority. 

This case also demonstrates how important it is 
for citizens to make their views known to elected 
Officials, by attending public hearings and informa- 
tion meetings, writing letters, and making telephone 
calls. Providing input may not always bring about 
the desired change of course by the those in charge, 
but sometimes it does, as in this case. Further, a lack 
of response by constituents (as long as there has been 
adequate notice about the proposal provided) can 
only be interpreted by elected officials as support for 
the proposal at issue.

Early Childhood Development

Rearing children takes a lifetime, but no time is more 
important than the first five years. By the time children 
reach the age of 5, they have developed core intellectual 
and social skills that will guide how they will build know- 
ledge and foster relationships throughout life. Data col- 
lected by the Maryland State Department of Education 
(MSDE) indicates that nurturing your child with activities 
that will help. ay a them for kindergarten will continue 
to have positive effects a child's school years 
and beyond. Given that all local school systems will! im- 
plement full-day kindergarten for all students by the 2007- 
2008 school year, helping younger children prepare is es- 
sential to their success. 

Maryland has taken a visionary step as the first state to 
provide a cohesive early childhood development and edu- 
cation approach. In 2005, the General Assembly voted to 
consolidate all state programs that support early care and 
education under the Maryland State Department of Edu- 
cation, creating the Division of Early Childhood Develop- 
ment. The division has both the responsibility and author- 
ity to license and monitor child care centers and family 
child care providers, develop curriculum for pre-kinder- 
garten and kindergarten, and set Early Childhood Ac- 
creditation, as well as make decisions on other early child- 
hood policy and program issues. The goal is to foster the 
experiences of Maryland's youngest by allowing one divi- 
sion to cultivate and support all early childhood experi- 
ences from birth to 5 years old. 

MSDE has identified seven key areas that together 
comprise the Maryland Model for School Readiness 
(MMSR) for kindergarten. Teachers use the MMSR to 
assess the knowledge, skills, and abilities of each kinder- 
gartner. The key areas are physical development; lan- 
guage and literacy skills; social and emotional develop- 
ment; mathematical thinking; scientific thinking; social 
studies; and the arts. Parents may view some of these 
areas as too advanced for a 5-year-old. However, children 
understand and learn from their environment in many 
different ways and are able to apply that knowledge and 
understanding to other areas. By incorporating a variety 
of activities into everyday life, you will be creating learn- 
ing opportunities to help your child develop intellectually, 
physically, and emotionally. 

One of the most effective tools is communicating with 
your child from the day they are born on. Talk to them 
about where you are going or what you are doing. Count 
with them, whether it is on hands or toes, taking steps or 
going up and down stairs. Read books with them, espe- 
cially before bedtime. Sing and play music for them. 
These activities will help your child learn words and 
sounds, patterns and numbers, rhyming and timing, and 
help them begin to learn routines and navigate the world 

As your child develops, add activities such as nature 
walks, or going to a library or store, or visiting a museum, 
then ask questions about what your child saw or read to 
help them think of, ask, and answer questions. Talk about 
work or family to help your child develop a sense of com- 
munity and what makes people different or the same. 
Cook with your children to help them count, measure, use 
kitchen utensils, and even learn good eating habits. Draw 
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Charlie.

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A RIVER RUNS THROUGH IT, AT ANY SPEED ONE MAY WANT - A fascinating 
work of ingenuity can now be found atop Wisp mountain in McHenry, where men and 
women have designed and built a river to their liking. The Adventure Sports Center 
International (ASCI) has constructed the whitewater training course, and purports 
the Garrett County structure is the premier such course in the entire United States. 
Walking along the banks of the manmade river, one would think It is a natural waterway, 

positioned in a way that It loops around on Itself. However, a great deal of 
engineering went into the course, which can be adjusted to allow varying water speeds, 
from beginner settings to advanced. These photos were taken in October during a 
walking tour of the course while it was empty. Matt Taylor, ASCI director of operations 
and two-time whitewater slalom Olympian, along with other whitewater athietes took 
tour groups along the path, showing such features as the “Vol rock,” pictured 
above, and at the far right above, the pump house at the top of the course, where the 
two mighty “wave shapers” shown send the water out at varying speeds. Taylor is 
pictured below on another wave shaper farther down the course. He explained that the 
hinged apparatus can be set at levels that will provide a different ride each time. The 
walls of the shaper are vital to both the quality of the whitewater effect as well as to the 
safety of the kayakers, who are aided by “eddy-dampeners” that help keep them from 
becoming trapped in circling water. The course has been selected as the site for the 
2007 Whitewater Slalom National Championships, slated for Aug. 4 and 5. Olympians 
Brett Hey! and Scott Parsons are to be among those in attendance at the event, which 
will be the last race for the U.S. national team before its pre-Olympic race for the 2008 
Olympics in Beijing, China. See story beginning on page A-1.

Action groups have formed in many 
cities to address this issue. and are 
hammering out compromises with 
their municipalities that allow both 
pets and people to enjoy open spaces. 
Chances are. one has formed in your 
community; if it hasn‘t. consider orga 
nizing a group. Look for (or put up) 
signs at the local vet's office and on 
community bulletin boards. Contact 
the local newspaper. Start a Web site 
or a blog. Tell every owner you meet 
about the group. 

A group should consider all the 
options available for off-leash spaces 
and present them at public meetings. It 
should also consider the issues that 
likely caused pet bans in the first 
place: pet waste disposal. aggressive 
dogs, fearful adults, small children in 
the area, etc., and develop solutions 
and/or rules of conduct for group 
members to mitigate or eliminate 
these issues.

CIRCULATING AIR 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. In the winter, the bedrooms are downright toasty, but 
the downstairs is cold. Is there a simple way I make my house 
more comfortable? 

The path to success in home comfort is to keep air 
moving around. That has many benefits, notably keeping 
reasonably uniform temperatures throughout; but it also 
helps avoid mildew forming in nooks and crannies 

A typical home furnace has a choice of two settings for 
the fan: either “on” or “automatic.” That's controlled by a 
switch at your thermostat. In the “automatic” mode, the 
fan only comes on when the furnace is firing and produc 
ing new hot air. In the “on” mode, the fan is on all the 
time 

The cost of the electricity required to just leave the fan 
on constantly is very small. However, a lot of people pre 
sume that the fan shouldn't run unless the furnace is pro 
ducing heat. Therefore, they leave the fan setting on 

1utomati That's a mistake. Actually, you would be 
better off with the fan “on” all the time, because it circu 
lates air throughout the entire house 

With the fan on “automatic is soon as the furnace 
stops producing heat, the fan shuts off and no longer 
forces air to circulate. A short time later, the warmer air 
will naturally drift upward, and cold air will drift down 
ward. The name for that is convection. If your upstairs bed 
rooms are toasty, it's because the warm air just naturally 
watted up the stairs. at a rate t slow to give you the feel 


ing of a “breez Sull could easily have upstairs 


rooms 5° F warmer than first-floor rooms, and a basement 
recreation room that is colder sull 

On the other hand, with the tan constantly “on,” the 
au throughout the house keeps moving even when the 
furnace is not heating it up. Warm air that has already 
drified upstairs gets a little | st to keep on moving, and 


finds its way back down, usually through the cold air return

Opening and closing vents at different seasons of the 
year is a good way to help maintain good air circulation 
In the winter, close the heat-vents in the upstairs bed 
rooms, and open the downstairs vents. Then the furnace 
delivers warm air to the open vents, and nature lets the 
warmth drift up the stairs 

The same principle holds true when the furnace pro- 
vides central air conditioning in the summer. For an air 
conditioned house in the summer, do just the reverse 
open the top-floor vents and close the downstairs vents, 
and let nature draw the cool air down the stairs 

With the fan down in the basement in the furnace, 
whatever air ts in the various rooms will be drawn in by

What To Bo About Cold Sores 
A cold sore is a small blister that usually appears on the 
outer area of the lip. Co/d sores, also known as fever 
blisters, are reddish or purple and may be filled with fluid 
This type of sore is different from canker sores, which are 
found on the inside of the mouth. Cold sores are common 
and contagious, and are causes by the herpes simplex 
virus. Exposure to his virus may occur some twenty days 
before signs and symptoms of infection occur. The signs 
and symptoms of acold sore usually last from 7 to 10 days 
Once a person has had a cold sore, the virus remains 
inactive in the skin and may reactivate in the same area at a 
later time. Stress, fever, and exposure to the sun may trigger 
a cold sore in a person who has previously been infected 
Generally, a cold sore will clear up without treatment in 7 
to 10 days. If cold sores occur frequently, antiviral 
medications are available with a prescription to decrease 
the duration of the cold sore and also the associated pain 
Over-the-counter pain relievers, such as ibuprofen and 
acetaminophen, may be taken to alleviate the pain 
associated with cold sores

This new breed of clean 
feeding mixes succeeds by 
taking out "fillers." These 
ingredients (most common in 
bargain or economy blends) 
are used to increase the vol- 
ume and weight of mixes. 
You may feel like you are 
buying a large bag of bird 
food, but unless you are care- 
ful, much of it may be filler. 

Birds hate filler. They sim- 
ply throw it out of their way 
as they strive to get to the 
real seeds, such as sunflow- 
ers, sunflower chips, nuts, 
and berries. That’s why you 
get filler all over your garden, 
lawn, deck, porch or patio 
It’s a bird’s way of telling 
you, "I don’t want it — you 
take it." In addition, if a bird 
finds your feeders packed 
with filler each time it 
checks, it will soon take you 
off its list of preferred buffets. 

When you are looking for 
outdoor pet food, try to get

premium products that mini- 
mize ingredients such as mil- 
let, milo, and cracked corn, 
three of the more common 
kinds of filler. If you stick to 
foods with ingredients that 
birds love, such as fruits, nuts 
and seeds (such as nyjer and 
sunflower), you'll better serve 
the feathered visitors that 
come to your yard 


Clean feeding mixes take 
this one step further, virtually 
eliminating waste. Since 
birds will consume 100 per- 
cent of the ingredients that 
clean feeding mixes include, 
the only leftovers are the rare 


] 
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bits and pieces that fall from 
beaks as happy diners dig in. 
An advanced blend of fine 
sunflower kernels, peanuts, 
pistachios, pumpkin seeds 
and more, this mix attracts a 
huge variety of songbirds 
without leaving any of their 
feeding mess behind. 


This news should be excit- 
ing for everyone who has 
wanted to watch birds feed 
up close, but has always 
feared the untidy conse- 
quences.

Curran Advises 
Consumers To 
Read Fine Print 


The holiday season is 
upon us and shopping for 
gifts can be stressful. What 
do you get for that person 
who has everything? Gift 
cards are an_ increasingly 
popular gift-giving option 
that can please both the gift- 
giver and the recipient. But 
Maryland Attorney General 
J. Joseph Curran Jr. advises 
consumers to read the fine 
print-before-investing 1n-the 
cure-all gift option in the lat- 
est issue of his consumer 
newsletter, Consumer’s Edge 


Many consumers who 
have received gift cards in the 
past have unhappily discov- 
ered that their card expired 
before they used it or the card 


lost its value as a result of 


fees imposed by the issuing 
company. 


But Marylanders who are 
purchasing gift cards this 
holiday season will benefit 
from a state law that went 
into effect July 1, 2006. 
Store-specific gift cards, 


which can be used to buy 
merchandise from a particu- 
lar store, may not expire less 
than four years after the date 
of purchase and may not im- 
pose fees or charges of any 
kind during that four-year 
period. 

General-purpose cards 
cards that are issued by banks 
and processed through na- 
tional credit or debit services, 
such as Visa, MasterCard, or 
American Express — can still 
expire in less than four years 
and can impose fees that will 
reduce the value of the card. 


However, the general pur- 
pose card has to disclose its 
expiration date and all fees 
that will be imposed. 

"Maryland consumers 
should take full advantage of 
the recently passed law when 
purchasing gift cards," 
Curran said.

SO MANY LITTLE MIRACLES 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

QO, Are there really any such things as miracles? 
tifically impossible? 

Do you remember what happened last March 31 in 
Friendsville? 

That was the day that a school bus full of children lost its 
brakes on the steep downhill on Rt. 42 going north into 
Friendsville, plowed into the back of a huge truck, and the 
whole thing came to rest with zero fatalities and genérally 
minor injuries. Most Garrett County citizens have forgotten 
all about the incident, because the school children were from 
West Virginia (nearby Tucker County) and the truck driver 
from Pennsylvania. 

The Republican of April 6 carried pictures and a description 
of the crash, along with interview comments by some of those 
involved. The photo caption began "This Friendsville road 
crash could have been-a lot worse..." The article ended with 
this sentence: [Pam] Kisamore [one of the chaperones on the 
trip] summed up the events of the few seconds leading up to 
the crash and the hours that followed in her observation, 
"There were so many little miracles.” 

Elsewhere in the article a parent is quoted, "So many dif- 
ferent things if'the bus did this or this or this and we would 
have had casualties." Another chaperone said, "The trucker 
was basically in the wrong place at the right time for us." The 
bus driver, Shirley Robinson, foreseeing a crash coming, had 
the presence of mind to put the right front of the bus into the 
truck, so the stairwell (where nobody sits) would absorb most 
of the impact. The combined bus-trailer assembly then jack-

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knifed, hit and knocked over a tree, banged up a jeep, and 
came to rest. 

Okay, let's take a look at all this. This IS a science column, 
after all, and there's a scientific explanation for everything, 
isn’t there? Yeah, right. 

Brakes dissipate energy through friction, and collisions in- 
volve a transfer of momentum, and blah blah blah. Profes- 
sional investigators study details like these all the time and 
conclude that the fatalities were due to etc. etc., and some 
insurance company forks over a lot of money and the survi- 
vors go home. One thing: This time, everybody survived! A 
school bus full of children lost its brakes on a steep downhill 
and everybody survived!

Too bad you got the red light at Mosser 
Road, but since there are kids on board, pause and wait a few 
more seconds before turning left off 219 onto 42." — thus al- 
lowing the just-unloaded truck to be on route 42 a little bit 
ahead. Is that the way it happened? How would I know? I just 
made up that scenario, to put the truck "...in the wrong place 
at the right time for us." Was that the miracle? Well, having 
that sort of thing take place is much less spectacular than the 
ancient Greek image of Zeus hurling a thunderbolt — but just 
as effective 

Where did the bus driver get the idea to ram the right front 
corner of the bus into the truck? Was she a mechanical engi- 
neer, or part of an Indy pit crew? Hardly. Nevertheless, the 
thought was there in her brain when it needed to be. How did 
it get there? How valuable is a "scientific explanation" for 
that? 

This year, at Thanksgiving and Christmas, there are a lot of 
celebrating families who did not lose a loved one this year 
All across the nation, millions of near-misses that never hap- 
pened are quickly forgotten by everyone over time.
